This was expres sed as Iii- belief yes­ 
te rd a y afternoon when Ju d g e Keller 
spoke to nearly IOO women at ti meet­ 
ing of Bucks County Council of Re­ 
publican W omen which was lichi in the 
Travel Club home. His topic was ‘‘Our 
C ou nty Courts,” the first in a series 
of messag es spons ored by the R e pub­ 
lican women on “Hucks Count}' S tud­ 
ies Itself.” 


“ People seem to have the feeling 
t h a t if tHey get into trouble t i n y can 
p ro b a b ly ‘get a w ay with it’,” added the 
Judge. 
H e told of the

blamed, addin g that each has its share 
of tile responsibility, 
In opening his address the pres i­ 
d e n t judge told that there were courts 
held in this section before th e arrival 
of William Penn, an d stated t h a t the 
first c o u rt was organized in 
Bucks 
County in 1683, with Penn presiding 
o ver such. T h e da te of th e first exe­ 
cution for m u r d e r in th e county was 
given as 1693.

that 
one of Hie first court houses in the 
county was located on Cedar street, 
opposite the Masonic Temple. 
Bristol 
w as the county seat from 1705 to 1725, 
in which l a t te r year authority was 
g ra n te d to move such to Newtown, 
w h e re ground was purchase d for erec­ 
tion of n ec e ssary 
buildings. 
There 
t h e seat of justic e for the county re­ 
mained until th e year 1812. Owing to 
dissatisfaction throughout th** county 
r e g a r d in g Hie fact it was not in the 
county's center, the site of th** court 
h o use was c hanged to Doylestown in 
1812, w h e re it has been located ever 
since.
